Carlylc on the War Path—A 
Remarkable Letter. 


PRUSSLi. DEFENDED. 


The London Times of the 18th, received 


by the China, contains Thomas Carlyle's 
letter on the war, which haa been alluded 
to ia a cable diepatcli. Mr. Oarlyle, in his 
characteristic and trenchant style, main- 
tains tbat Prussia is right in demanding 
the cession of Alsace and Lorraine, and ro- 
latea historical precedents furnished by 
trance herself. He adds : 


"No nation ever had so bad a neighbor 


as Qermanj has had in France for the last 
tour hundred years; bad in all manner 
of ways ; insolent, rapasious, insatiable, 
unappeasable, continually aggressive. 


"A-n|i low, furthermore, in all history 


there is no insolent, unjust neighbor thut 
ever got eo complete, instantaneous and 
ignominious a smashing down as France 
has now got from Germany. 
Germanj, 


after four hundred years of ill-usage, and 
generally ill-fortune, from that neighbor, 
has had at last the great happiness to see 
its enemy fairly down in this manner; and 
Germany, I do clearly believe, would be a 
foolish nation not to think of raising up 
some secure boundary-fence between her- 
self and such a neighbor now that she has 
the chance. 
1.''There is no law of nature that I know 
of, no Heaven's net of Parliament, wheret 
by France, alone of terrestrial beings, 
shall not restore any portion of her plun- 
dered goods when tho owners they were 
wrenched from have an opportunity upon 
them. To nobody except to France her- 
self, for a moment can it be credible that 
there is such a law of nature. Alsace and 
Lorraine were not got, either of them, in 
so divine a manner as to render that a 
probability. 
Tho cunning of Richelieu, 


the grandiose long-sword of Louis XIV., 
these are the only titles of France to those 
German countries. 
Richelieu screwed 


them loose (and, by happy accident, there 
was a Turenne, as General), got screwed 
along with them; Turenne, I think, was 
mainly German by blood and temper, had 
not Francis L egged on his ancestor, 
the little Duke ot Bouillon, in the way 
we saw, and gradually made him French; 
Louis lo Grande, with his Turenne as 
supreme of modern generate, managed the 
rest of the operation, except, indeed, I 
should say, tho burning of the Palatinate, 
from Hoidilberg palace steadily down- 
wards, into black ruin; which Tnrenne 
•would not do sufficiently, and which Louis 
bud to get done by another. There was 
also a good deal of extortionate law prac- 
tice, what we may fairly call -violently 
sharp attorney ism, put in use. Tho great 
Louis's 'Chaining do Reuion,' Mctz Cham- 
ber, Crissac Chamber, were once of high 
infamy, and much complained of, here in 
England, and everywhere else beyond the 
Rhino. The Grand Louis, except by Sub- 
limo gesture, ironically polite, made no 
answer. Ho styled himaelf on his very 
coins (<le\t of 1087, say the mealists), Ex- 
cclsus super omncs Genius Dominus, but 
it is certain attorneyism of the worst sort 
was one of his instruments in this con- 
quest of Alsace. Nay, as to Strasburg, it 
was not oven attornoyism, much less a 
long-sword, that did the feat; it was a 
aousebreaker's jimmy on the part of the 
Brand Monarch. Strasburg wan got in 
time of profound peace by bribing of tho 
magistrate to do treason, on his part, and 
admit his garrison one night.

'The French complain dreadfully of 


threatened 'loss of hono;' and lamentable 
bystanders plead, 'dont dishonor Franco ; 
leave poor Franco's honor bright." But 
will it savo the honor of France to refuse to 
pay for tho glass she has voluntarily 
broken in her neighbor's w indows ? 
The 


attack upon the windows was hor dishon- 
or. Signally disgraceful to any nation 
was hor last assault on Germany ; equally 
signal has been the ignominy o» its execu- 
tion on tho part of Franco. The honor of 
France can be eaved only by the deep re- 
pentance of France, and by the serious de- 
termination not to do so again—to do the re • 
verse of BO for over henceforth. In that way 
may the honor of France again gradually 
brighten to its o!d splendor, far beyond the 
First Napoleonic, much more the Third, 
or any recent sort, and offer again to our 
voluntary love and grateful estimation all 
tho fine and graceful qualities Nature had 
implanted 
in 
the 
French. 
For the 


present, I must say, France looks more 
and more delirious, miserable, blame- 
able, pitiable, 
and 
even 
contempti- 


ble. Sho , refuses to 
see 
the 
facts 


that are laying palpably before her face, 
nnd the penalties she has brought upon 
herself. A France, scattered into anarchic 
ruin, without recognizable head; Jtead. 
or chief, indistinguishable from feet, or 
rabble; Ministers flying up iu balloons 
ballasted with nothing but outrageous 
public lies, proelamatipns o? victories that 
were creatures of tho fancy ; a govern- 
ment subsisting altogether on mendacity, 
willing that horrid bloodshed should con- 
tinue and increase rather than Hiey, beauti- 
ful Republican creatures, should cease to 
have the guidance of it; I know not when 
or where there was seen a nation so cover- 
ing itself with dishonor. If, among this 
multitude of 
sympathetic bystanders, 


France have any true friend, his advice to' 
France would be to abandon all that, and 
never resume it more. France really ought 
io know that 'refuges of lies' were long 
ago discovered to lead down only to the 
gates of Death Eternal, and to be forbid- 
len|to all creatures—that the one hope 
Por France is to recognize the facts which 
iavo come to her, and that they came 
withal by invitation of her own; how she 
—aj mass of gilded, proudly varnished 
anarchy—has willfully intuited .and de- 
ied to mortal duel a neighbor not anar- 
chic, but still in a quietly human, sober 
and governed state, and has prospered ac- 
cordingly. Prospered as an array of san- 
guinary mountebanks versus a Macedonian 
>halanx muat needs do; and now lies 
imitten down into hideous wreck and im- 
potence testifying to gods and man what 
extent of rottenness, anarchy and hidden 
viloness lay in her. That tho inexorable 
•act is, she has left herself without re- 
source or power of resisting the victori- 
ous Germans; and that her wisdom will 
30 to tako that fact into her astonished 
mind; to know tbat, however hateful, 
said fact is inexorable, and will have to be 
complied with—the sooner at the cheaper 
:ate. It is a hard lesson to vainglorious 
France; but Frmce, we hope, has still in 
itTersatility and probity enough to ac- 
cept fact as au evidently adamantine enti- 
;y, which will not brook resistance with- 
out penalty, and is unalterable by the 
gods. 


"The'quantity of conscious mendacity 


that France.oflicial and otherwise, has per- 
petrated latterly, especially since July last, 
is something wonderful and fearful. And, 
alas, perhaps even that is small compared 
to tho self-delusion and unconscious men- 
dacity long prevalent among the French; 
which is of still feller and more poisonous 
quality though unrecognized for poison. 
To me, at times, tbe raournfullest symp- 
tom in Franco is the figure 'its me:i 
of, 


jeniua,' 
it« highest Jiterary speakers, 


"who should T>e prophets and seers toy .jt, 
make at present, and, indeed, for a gen- 
eration back have been making.' It i» ev- 
idently their belief that new ecclesiastical 
wisdom is radiating out of France »pon 
ill the other overshadowed nati^s, that 
France is the new Mount Zion of the 
nmverse; and that all this sad, sordid, 
temi-delirious. and, in good part, infernal 
stuff which French literature has been 
preaching to 
us for 
the 
last 
fifty 


years 
is 
a 
veritable' new 
Gospel 


out of Heaven, pregnant with.j bless- 
edness for all the sons of men. 
Alas, 


>ne does understand that Frahee made bee 
3reat Revolution ; uttered hor tremendous 
doom's voice against the world of human 
lhams, proclaiming as with'the great Last 
Trumpet, that shams should be no more. 
[ often call that a celestial infernal phe- 
nomenon—the most memorable in our 
world for a thousand years; on the whole, 
a transcendant revolt against the Devil 
and his works (since shams ' are- all and 
sundry of the devil, and poisonous and 


unendurable to man.) For that we all in- 
finitely love and honor France, And truly 
aU nations are now busy enough copying 
* ranee in regard to that! From side to 
wde of the civilized world in deep and dis- 
mally chaotic insurrection against shams, 
determination to havo done with shami 
coute qu'll eoute. Indispensable that bat- 
tle, however ugly. Well done, wo may 
say to all that; for it is the prelim- 
inary to every thing; but, alas, all 
that 
is 
not 
yet 
victory; 
it 


is but half the battle, and the much 
easier half. 
The, infinitely harder half, 


which is the equally or the still more in- 
dispensable, IB that of achieving, instead 
of the abolished shams which were of the 
devil, the practicable realites which should 
be veritable and of God. The first half .of 
the battle, I rejoice to see, is now safe, can 
now never ceeso except in victory; bnt the 
further stage of it, I also see, must be un- 
der better presidency than that of France, 
or it will for ever prove impossible. The 
German race, not the Gaelic, are now to be 
protagonist in that immense world drama; 
and from them I expect better issues. 
Worse we cannot well have. 
France, 


with a dead-lift effort, now of eighty-one 
years, has accomplished under this head, 
for herself or for the world, nothing, or 
even less—in strict arithmetic, zero with 
minus quantities. 
Her prophets proph- 


ecy a vain thing; her people rove in cJttl-k- 
nees and have wandered far away. 


"A hundred years ago there was in En- 


gland the liveliest desire, and at one time 
an actual effort and hope, to recover Al- 
sace and Lorraine from the French, Lord 
Carteret, called afterwards Lord Gran- 
ville (no successor in any sense, of bis uow 
honorable synonym), thought by some to 
be, with the one exception of Lord Chat- 
ham, the wisest foreign secretary we ever 
had, and especially the 'one secretary that 
ever spoke German or understood German 
matters at all,' had set his heart on this 
very object, and had fair prospects of 
achieving it, had not our poor Duke of 
Newcastle suddenly peddled him out of 
it, and even out of the office altogether, 
into sullen disgust (and too much of 
wine withal, nays 
Walpolc), and in- 


to total oblivion by his cation, which, ex- 
cept Chatham, has none such to remem- 
ber. 
That Bismarck, and Germany along 


with him, should now at this propitious 
juncture make a like demand is no sur- 
prise to me. After such provocation and 
after such a victory, the resolution does 
not seem rational, just, and even modest 
And considering all tbat baa occurred 
since the memorable cataclysm at Sedan, I 
cculd reckon it creditable to the sense and 
moderation of Count Bismarck tbat he 
stands steadily by this; demanding noth- 
ing more, resolute to take nothing less, 
aud advancing with a slow calmness to- 
wards' it by the chgibest roads. 
The 


"Siege of Paris," which looks like the 
hugest and most hideous farce-tragedy 
ever played under the sun, Bismarck evi- 
dently hopes willncvernced to come to ut- 
termost • bombardment, to million fold 
death by hunger, or the kindling of Paris 
and its carpentries and asphalt streets by 
shell and red hot balls into a sea of fire. 
Diligent, day by day, seem those Prus- 
sians, never resting nor too much hasting; 
well knowing the proverb, 'Slow fire makes 
sweet malt.' I believe Bismarck will get 
bis Alsace, and what ho wants of Lor- 
raine ; and likewise that it will do him, 
and us, and all the world, and even France 
itself by and by, a great deal of good. 
Anarchic France gets her first stern lesson 
there—a terribly drastic dose of physic to 
sick FranCte—as well will it bo lor her if 
she can learn her lesson honestly. If she 
cannot, she will get another, and even 
another; learnt, the lesson must be. 
" Considerable misconception as to Herr 


von Bismarck is still pievalentjn Eng- 
land. 
The English newspapers, nearly 


all of them, seem to me to be only getting 
towards a true knowlede of Bismarck, bnt 
not yet got to it. The standing likeness 
circulating everywhere ten years ago, of 
demented Bismarck and his ditto King to 
Stafford and Charles I. versus our Long 
Parliament (as like Macodon toMocmouth, 
and not liker) has now vanished from the 
earth, no whisper of it ever to be heard 
again. Tbat pathetic Niobe of Denmark, 
reft violently of her children, (which were 
stolen children, and were dreadfully ill 
nursed by Niobe Denmark), is also nearly 
gone, and will go altogether so soon as 
knowlodgeof the matter is had. Bismarck, 
as I read him, is not a person of ' Napo- 
leonic ideas,' but of ideas quite superior to 
Napoleonic; show* no invincible 'lust of 
territory,' nor is tormented with 'vulgar 
ambition,',&c., bnt has aims very far be- 
yond that sphere; .and in fact seems to me 
to bo striving with) strong faculty, by 
patient, grand and successful steps, to- 
wards an object beneficial to Germans and 
to all other men. That noble, patient, 
deep, pious and solid Germany should be 
at length welded into a nation,and become 
Queen of, the Continent, instead of vapor- 
ing, vain-glorious, gesticulating, quarrel- 
some, (restless, lover-sensitive 
France, 


seems to me the hopefulest public fact that 
has occurred in my time.

Sarah Gladstone have been kept quiet end 
away from the public, but have excited a 
very deep interest among the few medical 
men'and others acquainted with them. 
There appear*, however, no object in 
further secrecy. The unfortunate woman 
186 been dead several weeks, and it in 
pretty well established that she has left 
10 near relatives whose feelings need be 
considered in connection with the mat- 


r. 
Sarah Gladstone belonged to that class 


of prostitutes called by the police "priva- 
teers." Her borne wag a small room in a 
tenement building, which she kept fur- 
nished with great neatness and taste. It 
was never tbc scene of drunken revels and 
unruly gatherings, and, in fact, Sarah's 
visitors were so few that it was often said 
that she had tome private means of her 
own. 


A month or eo ago Sarah was taken ill. 


The fact was first discovered by a young 
man, a clerk who was in the habit of visit- 
ng her. He went ia her room bite one 
Saturday night and found Sarah kneeling 
on the rug before the fire-place, her face 
juried in her hands and weeping bitterly. 


The young man states that he endeav- 


ored to persuade her to tell him what was 
he trouble, but she ssemed bewildered 
and persisted in passionate entreaties that 
le should leave the room. 
Her agitation 


ncrcasod, and finally, fearing tbe sound 
of her of voice would attract attention, lie 
went away. 


Tbe following Sunday, feeling courte- 


ously interested in the state of the un- 
lappy girl, he again went to her room. He 
bund the door locked, and could gain no 
response to bis knocks. On Monday eve- 
ning he went again to the sanu place. He 
mocked, and after waiting sometime, sue 
inally admitted him. 
He states that he 


found her tbe picture of misery. Her face 
was deadly pale, her eyes bloodshot with 


rs, and her movements indicated ex- 


treme weakness. The following is his re- 
port of the conversation that took place: 


'You are^sick, Sarah," I said. "I will 


5et a doctor, aud you will be all right in 
a few days." 


"It's of no use Henry ; nothing can f avo 


me ; I've been called and matt go. My 
strength is ebbing sway fast, and by this 
day week I will be dead. Pm not sorry," 
the continued slovrly, as if talking to her- 
self ; "my lifej has been a bitter, bitter 
strsggj»uand I wont rest But, oh God !" 
she cried, starting to her feet and walking 
up und down the room wringing her 
Junds, "why should he be tho one to call 


; he stole me away from happy Stam- 


ford, and made a wretched strumpet of me. 
He left me all alone with my dead child in 
.he big city, and laughed at my prayers 
and tears. I heard ho was dead, lone ago 
—shot himself down south—and I felt 
Sod had avenged me. But no, no ! he has 
launted me when dead as when alive. 
3urse him, curse him, my evil star. And 
now he takes my life. Curse him, curse 
lira in hell forever !" She hissed there 
last words through her teeth with terrible 
emphasis, and sank on the cofa panting 
and exhausted. 
" I left her for a short time and procured 


:wo of my medical friends and returned 
a tbe room." 


The remainder of the particulars con- 


nected with the girl's death are gathered 
rom the physicians who attended her. 
They stated that they fonnd tbe girl in a 
state of extreme lassitude on their arrival. 


She seemed possessed with tho idea that 


ler death was approaching, aud it was 
evident that she considered she bad a su- 
pernatural intimation of the fact. She 
lad been called, she frequently said, and 
mew she must go. 
\V~o could detect no 


specific ailment, and treated her as we 
considered best to allay nervouH and men- 
tal excitement and to Support the physi- 
cal strength. On Monday and Thursday 
she seemed better, but on Friday alarming 
and most singular symptoms were devel- 
oped. 


It appeared'hat on this evening, when 


the two doctors visited Sarah together, 
they found the young man, Henry, in tbe 
room. 


As they approached the bed they ob- 


icrved a change had occured in the patient. 
Elor eyes shown with extraordinary brill- 
iancy, and her cheeks were a crimson col- 
or.

Florida Climate. 


At this season of the year many persons 


afflicted with pulmonary disease go to 
Tlorida to spend the winter, in the hope 
f obtaining relief from its balmy climate, 
nil to escape the cold winds, storms, and 
rosts of this Northern latitude. But, aa 
ar as our observation extends, most peo- 
>le retnrn disappointed, and a poor opin- 
on of the climate for invalids. A writer 
n Harper's Magazine, who spent half of 
ast winter in that State, gives a rather 
unfavorable report of the climate. Among 
tber things, he says: 
"We were at St. Augustine for several 


weeks, and had an excellent opportunity 
o judge of the influences of tbo climate. 
)n several occasions the air was freezing 
old, and then we suffered more discomfort 
ban during the severest Reasons in the 
'forth, for the reason that neither were the 
louses constructed with regard to the cold 
nor were we expecting it. But for the 
most of the time the air was mild and gen- 
ie, 
so that 
an invalid would 
be 


tble 
to pass the hours of the day 


out of doom, which, I take it, is the 
reason Florida has become the winter 
lome of so many thousands of persons 
'laving pulmonary complaints. Whether 
>r not St. Augustine is the best locality .for 
inch invalids isa serious question, which 
nust be left to the decision of the physi- 
cians who have been there; but I have 
mown of several persons, within my own 
united experience, who found tho fre- 
quent changes which take place, from the 
warm air of the land to the cool, salt air 
of the sea, to have injurious reeults,which 
ceased upon going over to St. John's River. 


"Personally, I found the heat to be in- 


convenient for the most of the time, and. 
arrayed myself in summer clothing. 
But 


n pursuing the occupation of sketching 
Tom nature I was in tho habit of sitting 
out in the open air with a white sketching 
umbrella over me; and at such times I 
lave suffered more from the heat at noon- 
day iu August in a Connecticut meadow. 
This feeling of exhaustion may be attribu- 
ted to a lack of vitality in the atmosphere 
which we find in the Southern latitudes " 


In regard to the hotel accommodations 


ie speaks thus plainly: 
" Reluctant as I may feel, the stomach 


will not permit me to be silent The fopd 
furnished you at the public hotels is 
simply dreadful* Fresh, nutritious meats 
there were not. 
Even chickens would 


nut come at our call; or if they did, it was 
evident they had made a long journey. 
We were in the land of wild (tame; but it 
rarely ever came to the refreshment of our 
Fainting bodies. This watt the soil and 
the 
atmosphere 
from 
whence pro- 


ceed early vegetables; but no friendly 
land ever strove to induce their appear- 
ance above ground, to far as we knew. In 
place of wholesome, well cooked food, we 
were served with canned meats, canned 
vegetables; and, aa if in compensation, all 
sorts of tarts, and ' meringues a la hum- 
bog,' and other jimcrackeries under for- 
eign names, were served upou nauseam. 


•'U excuse could justify this ill-treat- 


ment rarely we bad enough of them ; but 
under no circumstances is (there justifica- 
tion for tbia disobedience of the divine 
command to «fecd tho hungry,' more par- 
ticularly when the consideration of four 
dollars a day ia exacted."

This society is composed of 


Walsh, Scotch, English and Germans, and 
numbers over 40,000 members, all bound 
by the resnlt of the meeting of the Grand 
Council which refuses all compromise with 
the managers. The chief olerk of the coal 
department of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western RailroadCompany sajs that the 
company has 150,000 tons of coal on 
hand wbioh ia distributed at the yardi 
at Scranton, Port Washington, Hoboken, 
Syracuse, Oswego, Baffalo and in transit 
at Great Bend and New Hampton Junc- 
tion. The three great companies which 
control the anthracite region are the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, Pennsyl- 
vania and Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company. They employ nearly 40,000 
men, including brakemen and laborers em- 
ployed on several railroads -which trans- 
port coal. All of the latter sympathize 
with the strikers and are necessarily out 
of employment when the miners are not 
at work. Much excitement exists and the 
:itizens are generally alarmed. Liquor is 
treely used and trouble is apprehended. 
The Union has a fund of over $200,000, 
all of which the strikers will expend 
rather than to submit to the- injustice 
sought to be done them, and which they 
say is only a scheme to raise tho price of 
coal, after which the companies will ac- 
ceed to their demand.

own counsel throughout. Senators think 
there U no cause for haste and there is no 
need for a Minister until the administra- 
tion U prpared to give definite instructions 
on the Alabama claims, and this cannot be 
done until the sentiment of Congress ia 
developed.

The subject of resuming specie payments 
comes up for informal interchange of 
views. It is still an unsettled question 
between this committee and the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means aa to wbioh the 
subject of resumption properly belongs, 
and each committee claims jurisdiction 
over it. 


A circular signed by all tho delegation 


from Wisconsin except one, advocating 
the passage of the resolution granting 
lands to the railroad to be built from 
Madison to Lake Superior, was distributed 
among the members of the House yester- 
day. This is a common practice among 
the lobby, hut it is believed that Congress 
men have not before resorted to it. 


There in no longer any doubt among 


Senators and members that tbo rank of 
Admiral of the Navy will be speedily 
abolished, partly because the office is use- 
less and partly to relieve the President 
from 
tho embarrassment of

whethor to nominate Admiral Porter or 
not. All Senators and members who have 
expressed opinions favor tho abolition of 
the office.

Cost of Oil Wells. - 


Putting down, oil wells, bo it understood, 


is not nearly eo hazardous 'as it used to 
be four or fiva years ago. The oil belt 
with its tributaries can ba traced by the 
shrewd and experienced developer, with" 
almost aa unerring accuracy, aa the exist- 
ence of any other mineral can bo traced by 
the geologist. The pebble or sand rook 
appears to be a honeycombed strata laying 
beneath a vast area of territory, and it acts 
as a species of wick or medium, through 
which the oil percolates and is conveyed. 
It is also full of crevices where immense 
quantities of petroleum are stored aud 
have boon stored for ages. 
strong evidences tending 


There aro very 
to prove that 


this valuable product is not merely the re- 
sult of some process during the remote 
past, but that year by year a certain quan- 
tity is manufactured in Nature's great la- 
boratory, somewhere along the western 
declivities of the Allegheny mountains. 


The expense of putting down wells va- 


ries a little with the locality, and is gen- 
erally in proportion to the depth, the 
pebble or oil bearing rock, being found 
all the way from six hundred feet to 
eleven hundred feet from the surface. 
Most wells are put down now-a-days 
with large casing, sir to six and a half 
inches in diameter. This is for the pur- 
pose of shutting off the water previous to 
drilling in the oil rock. The use of this 
casing entails an expense of from $1,000 to 
$1,200. In place of tho old driving pipe 
which used to bo driven to tho rook, a con- 
ductor as it is termed, made of four pieces 
of two inch plank, prevents the caving in 
of the gravel. A six or six and a half 
inch hole is then drilled, until it reaches 
below the water courses, after this the cas- 
ing with seed bag, water packers, or cups 
attached, is let down until tho water is 
cut off. 
This effectually prevents the fresh 


water reaching the oil, bearing crevices. 
Tho drilling now proceeds with a reduced 
bore of about five and a half to six inches 
in diameter, to the required depth, after 
which tho tubing can be immediately let 
down, and pumping commenced at once. 
Salt water usually accompanies the oil, 
but unfortunately tho oil docs not always 
accompany tho salt water. Small yielding

large producing wells, furnish enough gas 
to run, not merely the engine which 
pumps them, but several other* besides. 
Great economy is found iu the uso of one 
large boiler, to supply steam to several 
wells at onco. The power of the engines 
vary from ten to twelve horse-power each.

Wooden Pavements. 


TUe Scientific American recently con 


tained a description of two new wooden 
street pavements which may be interest 
ing to our^ieaders. 
One of them con 


sists of split blocks laid irregularly on 
end upon the ordinary plank bed. Th 
blocks are cut off the log six inches in 
length, and split into irregular shppes in 
such a manner as to leave spaces for pack 
ing tar and gravel between them. 


'•Upon the street being properly gradec 


a close flooring of boards is laid down, 
both sides of which are wrapped with 
coat of hot tar, care being taken to make 
perfectly even surface. Then upon this 
tho tarred blocks are set up endwise, sid 
by side, against each other, without an in 
tervening board partition, as is reqnirec 
by another method ; and saw dust, tan 
bark or auy other fibrus material is put i 
the crevices to the depth of about on 
inch, which forms a perfect packing 
around the blocks, preventing the grave 
from working under them. Tha remain 
ing spaces are then filled up with heate 
grave!, and hot tar poured over it, afte 
which the whole surface is cemented ove 
with tar, gravel and sand, which may be 
loft on until thoroughly packed in th 


openings, which gives a hard, smooth sur- 
face." 


Tho patent belongs to the Wikoff Wood- 


en Pavement Company, Elmira, Now 
York, and has been in use for the past two 
years. 


The other pavement is a little more 


complicated, aud is thus described: 
*."By the peculiar formation of the blocks, 
the concrete is formed into fluked edges, 
which wedges the cement and looks the 
blocks together, and thereby form an al- 
most solid keyed arch, possessing, it is 
claimed, greater strength and durabilty 
than any other wooden pavements which 
have preceded it. 


"The manner in which the angular re- 


cesses in the blocks are boT^i up, prevents 
the concrete from spreading, aud by the 
peculiar arrangement of the blocks each 
one of them is wedged and barred by four 
different wedges of concrete, and each 
wedging wall of concrete, by four differ- 
ent blocks of -wood, so that the more 
weight or pressure that is applied to the 
upper surface of the pavement, the more 
solid and compact it becomes, every shrink- 
age of the blocks being compensated for 
by downward movement of tha concrete 
filling. 


The blocks are first out fron? the tim- 


ber on a level, portions are then out off 
so as to truncate one of the sharp edge* of 
each prism thus formed. An acute an- 
gled groove is then cut in ths back of each 
block. Tho timber used is six inches, by 
ten and a half, in section, and tho blocks 
are cut six inches in length. The blocks 
when thus cut, aro six inches square at 
the base, and six by four inches at the 
top." 


It is not stated that this pavement has 


ever been tested. Mr. A. 31. Adams, of 
Newark, N. J., ia ^ne inventor. 


We may as well, in this connection, 


give a description of another pavement, 
which is still more expensive than either 
of the preceding, not perhaps as compli- 
cated as tho last mentioned, but having 
more substantiability and durability than 
either. 
After the usual grading and 


gravel, a substructure is formed, by lay- 
ing a bed of concrete to the thickness of 
two inches,comp08ed of crushed stone.stone 
chips or pebbles, gravel stone, gravel and 
sand, lima and hydraulic cement. Over 
this is laid ono half inch of sand, and the 
superstructure is made up of wooden 
blocks six inches deep and four inches 
thick, cut with grooves formed between all 
the blocks, so that when filled with the 
cement or concrete the blocks become one 
(olid mass. The chief peculiarity of this 
pavement is the previous preparation of 
these blocks by impregnating them with 
rozin under pressure. This, it is claim- 
ed, closes up the pores of the wood so ef- 
fectually.that it become impervious to rain 
air, thereby preventing wet and dry rot, 
fermentation, decomposition and decay; 
nlso its attack by all living organisms. 
This process has received tho endowment 
of Prof. Doremus, and it is one of tho 
many plans adopted for securing the same 
end. 
Tho hydraulic cement concrete, 


will, of course, not adhere to the rezinous 
urface; a dove-tail arrangement is there- 
ore provided for its reception between 
10 blocks. It is questionable whether 
wo such repelling surfaces will act har- 
moniously for all time, as is claimed by 


10 projectors. This pavement is being 
aid down in one of tho streets in New 
brk, and although expensive, it possesses 
ome decided advantages over the ordin- 
ry wooden street pavement.
